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Wesleyan  Receives  $2.3  Million 
From  Estate  Of  Anne  Bates  Leach

Although  Anne  Winship  Bates  Leach 
never  attended  the  College  “she  loved 
Wesleyan,”  said  her  granddaughter,  Patti 
Henry  ’76.  On  February  13,  nine  years 
after  her  death,  Wesleyan  received  $2.3 
million  from  her  estate  — the  largest  single 
gift  in  the  school’s  150-year  history. 

Mrs.  Leach  made  the  bequests  in  chari-s 
table  lead  trusts  during  the  1970s  but  the 
principal  did  not  come  to  Wesleyan  until 
the  recent  settlement  of  the  estate  of  her 
husband,  Willaford  R.  Leach,  who  died  in 
1984.  Her  generous  financial  support  made 
possible  Leach-endowed  scholarships,  and 
construction  and  renovations  on  College 
buildings,  including  the  Candler  Alumnae 
Center  and  the  Willet  Library.  The  ele- 
vator in  the  Alumnae  Center  was  one  of 
her  many  contributions. 


Mrs.  Leach’s  close  relationship  with  the 
College  was  fostered  by  her  aunt,  Annie 
Bates  Haden  of  Atlanta,  who  graduated 
from  Wesleyan  in  1888.  Mrs.  Haden  and 
her  husband,  Charles,  an  attorney,  were 
prominent  citizens  in  the  early  19(X)s. 
“Her  aunt  was  someone  she  always  ad- 
mired. All  her  life,  she  told  us  about  her,” 
said  Patti.  Mrs.  Leach  encouraged  her 
grandchildren  to  attend  Wesleyan.  In  ad- 
dition to  Patti,  granddaughter  Zoe  Anne 
Leach  White  ’77  and  great-granddaughter 
Berylanne  Winship  Miner-Crutchley  ’77 
were  Wesleyannes. 

A Florida  resident  from  1936  until  her 
death,  Mrs.  Leach  was  a patron  of  the  arts. 
As  a youngster,  Patti  occasionally  attend- 
ed social  functions  with  her  grandmother. 
Many  times  Mrs.  Leach  was  asked  to 
speak  to  the  groups  and  Patti  says  she  was 


“a  great  extemporaneous  speaker.  When 
she  was  called  upon  to  speak,  she  could 
do  it  beautifully  and  eloquently.”  Patti  said 
her  grandmother  received  service  medals 
from  the  United  Daughters  of  the  Con- 
federacy, the  DAR,  and  the  Southern 
Dames  and  described  her  as  “a  woman  of 
the  old  Southern  tradition.  Fine  details 
were  important  to  her.”  From  her  dinner 
parties  and  her  correspondence  to  her 
clothing,  she  paid  attention  to  the 
particulars. 

She  didn’t  feel  properly  dressed  unless 
she  had  on  a hat,  gloves,  beads  and, 
weather  permitting,  a fur,  said  Patti.  Mrs. 
Leach  loved  to  wear  lavender  and  caused 
quite  a stir  when  she  arrived  on  the 
Wesleyan  campus  in  1972  to  be  named  an 
honorary  alumna  dressed  from  head  to  toe 
in  lavender,  including  a lavender  corsage 
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to  match.  Patti  said  she  brought  boxes  and 
boxes  of  orchids  with  her  to  give  the  other 
visitors  at  Alumnae  Weekend. 

Mrs.  Leach  was  an  avid  gardener  and 
won  numerous  awards  for  her  horticultural 
achievements,  which  included  an  Easter 
lily  with  forty-two  blossoms.  That  same 
Easter  lily  is  depicted  in  one  of  the  stained 
glass  windows  in  St.  Mark’s  Methodist 
Church  in  Atlanta,  where  she  was  a 
lifelong  member.  A plaque  at  the  church 
tells  the  story  of  how  Mrs.  Leach,  as  a 
small  child,  did  the  groundbreaking  for  the 
church  with  her  own  pail  and  shovel. 

Patti  remembered  her  grandmother’s 
huge  garden  in  Palm  Beach  and  said  Mrs. 
Leach  also  enjoyed  arranging  flowers.  Her 
love  of  horticulture  led  her  to  finance  a 
landscaping  project  at  Wesleyan. 

An  article  about  Mrs.  Leach  which  was 
published  in  a 1940  edition  of  The  Bulletin 
of  the  National  Council  of  State  Garden 
Clubs,  Inc.  sums  up  the  woman  who  was 
so  generous  to  Wesleyan.  Mrs.  Leach  is 
a gardener  “who  really  works  with  her 
own  hands  every  day  in  her  garden  and  has 
no  professional  assistants.  Flower  lovers 
are  always  welcome  at  her  home... and 
never  leave  without  a bouquet,  some  seeds, 
cuttings,  or  plants.  Mrs.  Leach  proves  the 
old  adage  of  : The  more  you  give,  the 
more  you  have.’  ’’

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On  Wednesday,  May  14,  Wesleyan 
Trustees,  their  spouses.  College  ad- 
ministrators and  special  guests  gathered  at 
Idle  Hour  Country  Club  for  a candlelight 
dinner  to  honor  the  memory  of  the  late 
benefactress,  Anne  Winship  Bates  Leach. 
Patti  Henry  ’76  of  Roslindale,  MA,  Mrs. 
Leach’s  granddaughter,  represented  the 
family  at  the  dinner. 

In  a special  after-dinner  program.  Presi- 
dent Ackerman  presented  Patti  with  a cita- 
tion of  gratitude  on  behalf  of  the  College 
and  announced  that  a plaque  honoring  Mrs. 
Leach’s  extraordinary  beneficence  would 
be  cast  and  placed  in  a prominent  location 
on  the  campus.  Patti  responded  with  a 
series  of  delightful  anecdotes  about  her 
grandmother,  which  enabled  those  present 
who  had  not  been  acquainted  with  Mrs. 
Leach  to  know  better  the  woman  who  was 
such  a good  friend  of  the  College.  She  end- 
ed her  remarks  by  stating  that  one  thing 
her  grandmother  always  had  taught  her 
was  “stand  tall  so  that  people  can  see  you. 
speak  up  so  that  people  can  hear  you  and 
sit  down  so  that  people  will  love  you.  ’’  So 
Patti  sat  down,  and  those  present,  re- 
sponding to  the  warmth  and  charm  of  her 
presence  and  remarks,  promptly  stood  up 
— to  give  her  and,  in  absentia,  Mrs. 
Leach  — an  ovation. 


New  Historical  Marker  Identifies  Original  College  Site 
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SITE:  WESLEYAN  COLLEGE 

WORLD'S  FIRST  COLLEGE  CHARTERED  TO 
GRANT  DEGREES  TO  WOMEN 

On  December  23,  1836.  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Georgia 
chartered  The  Georgia  Female  College.  The  first  class  graduated 
duly  26,  1840.  In  1843,  the  name  was  changed  to  Wesleyan  Female 
College:  in  1919  to  Wesleyan  College. 

The  oldest  sororities  in  the  world  were  founded  at  Wesleyan:  The 
Adelphean  Society,  now  Alpha  Delta  PI  Sorority.  1851.  and  the 
Philomathean  Society,  now  Phi  Mu  Fraternity.  1852.  The  worlds  first 
alumnae  association  for  a women’s  college  was  organized  at  Wesleyan 
in  1859. 

Through  early  years  of  doubt  Wesleyan  bore  witness  that  women 
were  capable  of  receiving  higher  education.  The  motto  on  its  seal 
Scienta  et  Pietas  - represents  ideals  which  have  Inspired  her  graduates 
to  go  forth  to  the  far  corners  of  the  earth  to  teach,  to  lead, 
to  serve. 

In  1928,  the  college  moved  six  miles  northwest  to  the  new  Rivoli 
campus.  The  Wesleyan  Conservatory  and  school  of  Fine  Arts  remained 
in  the  original  buildings  until  1953  when  they  were  transferred  to 
Rivoli.  Old  Wesleyan  College  and  the  adjoining  Pierce  Chapel 
burned  February  24.  1963. 


History  repeated  itself  on  May  2 when 
approximately  300  people  gathered  on  the 
corner  of  College  Street  and  Georgia 
Avenue  for  the  unveiling  of  a new 
historical  marker  on  the  site  of  old 
Wesleyan  College.  Twenty-nine  years  ago, 
an  unveiling  ceremony  was  held  for  the 
original  historical  marker,  which  disap- 
peared shortly  after  fire  destroyed  the  Col- 
lege buildings  in  1963. 

Through  the  hard  work  of  members  o1 
the  Macon  Town  Committee  of  the  Na- 
tional Society  of  Colonial  Dames  of 
America  in  the  State  of  Georgia,  Represen- 
tative Frank  Pinkston  and  many  friends  of 
the  College,  the  new  marker  was  in  place 
in  time  for  Commencement  Weekend. 

President  Robert  Ackerman  opened  the 
presentation  ceremony  and  introduced  the 
guest  speakers  who  highlighted  the  events 
leading  up  to  the  unveiling  of  the  marker. 
They  included  the  Rev.  Dr.  William  H. 
Hurdle,  executive  director  of  the  Georgia 
Commission  on  Higher  Education  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church  and  a Wesleyan 
Trustee;  Georgia  State  Representative 
Frank  Pinkston;  Mr.  Billy  Walker, 
superintendent  of  Jarrell  Plantation,  who 
represented  the  Georgia  Department  of 
Natural  Resources;  Frances  Bush  Wood 
’44,  chairman  of  the  Macon  Town  Com- 
mittee of  the  National  Society  of  Colonial 
Dames  of  America  in  the  State  of  Georgia; 
Frances  Bruce  Van  Horn  ’53,  Wesleyan 
director  of  Alumnae  Affairs;  Bibb  County 
Board  of  Commissioners  Chairman  Emory 
Green;  Macon  Mayor  George  M.  Israel, 
III;  Alumnae  President  Ruth  Austin  Knox 
’75;  Eleanor  Adams  Lane  ’58,  chairman 
of  the  Wesleyan  Sesquicentennial  Commit- 
tee; Dr.  J.  Frederick  Wilson,  pastor  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church  and  former  act- 
ing president  of  Wesleyan;  and  Dr.  Sylvia 
Ross,  professor  of  music. 

The  process  by  which  the  new  marker 
was  made  possible  began  a couple  of  years 
ago  when  a Macon  Town  Committee 
member  mentioned  at  a meeting  that  the 
original  marker  was  missing  and  suggested 
it  be  replaced. 

Mrs.  George  G.  Felton  and  Mrs.  Ed- 
ward B.  Burdett  initiated  the  search  for  the 
marker.  Although  Mrs.  Felton  and  Mrs. 
Burdett  did  not  attend  Wesleyan,  both  have 
strong  Wesleyan  ties.  Ann  Com  Felton  is 
the  sister  of  Wesleyan  Tmstee  Lovick  P. 
Com  and  the  daughter  of  former  Alunmae 
Tmstee  Polly  Pierce  Com  ’18.  Anne 
Burdett ’s  mother,  the  late  Anne  Shaw 
Richardson,  graduated  from  Wesleyan  in 
1905. 


In  addition  to  wanting  to  replace  the 
marker  during  the  College’s  Sesquicenten- 
nial year,  Mrs.  Felton  and  Mrs.  Burdett 
were  interested  in  the  marker  for  historical 
reasons.  “The  Macon  Town  Committee 
encourages  restoration  and  preservation  of 
historical  things,’’  said  Mrs.  Felton. 

It  was  she  who  brought  the  missing 
marker  to  the  attention  of  the  Macon 
Telegraph  and  News.  The  newspaper  ran 
an  article  on  November  29,  1984,  which 
requested  any  information  on  the 
whereabouts  of  the  marker.  However,  a 
year  later,  there  still  was  no  information 
about  the  original  sign. 

A letter  to  the  Georgia  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  (DNR)  cleared  up  the 
mystery.  “The  original  marker  for  ‘Old 
Wesleyan  College’  was  damaged  and 
scrapped,’’  replied  Mr.  Billy  Townsend, 
interpretive  specialist  for  the  DNR. 
“Because  the  marker  was  incorrect  after 
the  building  burned,’’  he  said,  “it  was 
decided  that  the  marker  would  have  to  be 
rewritten  and  speak  about  the  site  and  not 
the  building.’’  He  said  the  DNR  planned 
to  erect  another  marker,  but  not  until  1990. 

The  next  person  contacted  was 
Representative  Frank  Pinkston,  who  spoke 
with  DNR  Commissioner  J.  Leonard 
Ledbetter.  On  January  29,  the  DNR  ap- 
proved the  request  for  the  new  marker  to 
be  erected  this  year. 


With  the  help  of  Mr.  Harold  E.  Keys, 
postal  operations  specialist,  permission  to 
place  the  marker  on  the  Post  Office 
grounds  was  granted  by  Mr.  Charles  H. 
Hughes,  sectional  center  manager/post- 
master.  The  mound  between  the  large  oak 
and  magnolia  trees  facing  College  Street 
was  chosen  for  the  location  of  the  sign. 

President  Robert  Ackerman,  Mrs.  Van 
Horn,  Mrs.  Felton  and  Mrs.  Burdett  con- 
ferred on  the  wording  of  the  marker,  the 
text  of  which  closely  follows  the  original 
text.  After  receiving  approval  from  the 
DNR,  production  began.  On  April  14, 
President  Ackerman  received  word  that  the 
marker  would  be  ready  for  presentation  in 
time  to  coincide  with  the  Commencement 
Weekend  ceremonies. 

A presentation  committee  was  formed, 
with  Mrs.  Van  Horn  as  chairman.  Other 
members  included  Mrs.  Felton;  Mrs. 
Burdett;  Alumnae  President-elect  Gena 
Roberts  Franklin  ’71;  Eleanor  Adams 
Lane;  Wesleyan  Deans  Kayron  McMinn 
and  Glenda  Earwood-Smith;  and  Jill 
Bigler,  public  relations  director. 

“Thanks  to  the  Colonial  Dames,  Frank 
Pinkston,  the  DNR  and  Post  Office  of- 
ficials, the  timing  of  the  placement  of  the 
new  marker  couldn’t  have  been  more  ap- 
propriate as  an  ending  of  the  regular 
academic  year  and  the  first  half  of  our  Ses- 
quicentennial observances,’’  said  Dr. 
Ackerman. 
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Historical  Exhibit  Chronicles

Over  450  people  have  viewed  the  Ses- 
quicentennial  Historical  Exhibit  since  it 
opened  on  January  25,  and  comments  have 
ranged  from  “wonderful”  and  “outstand- 
ing” to  “amazing”  and  “fun  viewing.” 

Eleanor  Adams  Lane  ’58,  chairman  of 
the  Sesquicentennial  Committee,  gathered 
all  the  treasures  for  the  exhibit. 
“Everything  that  is  here  in  the  exhibit 
already  was  on  campus,”  she  said,  “ex- 
cept for  a couple  of  items.”  Many  of  the 
present  items  had  been  contributed  for  the 
Centennial  historical  exhibit.  Mrs.  Lane 
said  Alice  Burden  Domingos  ’40  and  Ann 
Maria  Domingos  ’39  were  her  “resource 
people,”  answering  questions  about  the 
history  of  particular  events  or  treasures. 
Joel  Plum  of  the  Museum  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  former  art  professor  at 
Wesleyan,  helped  hang  the  artwork  and  ar- 
range the  displays. 

Rather  than  its  being  all-inclusive  with 
items  from  each  of  the  150  years  of 
Wesleyan,  Mrs.  Lane  said  she  wanted  the 
exhibit  to  have  “a  collage  effect,”  giving 
the  viewer  a “feeling  of  Wesleyan.” 

The  reaction  to  the  exhibit  has  been  very 
positive.  “It  was  great,”  said  Sara  Grif- 
fin Landry,  a re-entry  student  who 
graduated  in  1980.  “I  was  particularly  in- 
terested in  the  clothes  worn  by  Catherine 


Brewer  Benson  1840,  for  whom  the  Ben- 
son Room  was  named.” 

When  Mrs.  Landry  attended  Wesleyan, 
students  could  earn  credit  by  attending  15 
on-campus  Wesleyan-sponsored  cultural 
events  in  the  American  Studies  program. 
She  remembers  one  program  at  which 
Norman  McLean,  former  Chenery  Pro- 
fessor of  Music,  showed  slides  of 
Wesleyan’s  treasures.  Afterwards,  she 
wondered  if  the  actual  treasures  instead  of 
the  slides  could  at  some  point  be  shown. 
“So  I thoroughly  enjoyed  the  exhibit,”  she 
said. 

Visitors  from  as  far  away  as  Italy, 
Alaska  and  Uruguay  have  seen  the 
highlights  of  the  College’s  rich  history  in 
the  exhibit.  Many  alums  toured  the  gallery 
during  Alumnae  Weekend. 

Current  students  have  enjoyed  it,  too. 
Lynn  Lasseter  ’87  found  it  “very  in- 
teresting because  there  were  things  I’ve 
heard  about  in  Wesleyan’s  history  but 
didn’t  really  know  about.  The  exhibit  took 
you  through  Wesleyan  from  beginning  to 
end,”  she  said. 

Ernest  and  Patricia  Collins  Morgan  ’78 
of  Forsyth  summed  up  the  feeling  of  many 
who  have  seen  the  exhibit  with  their  entry 
in  the  guest  book:  “Long  Live  Wesleyan!  ’ ’

Non-Impact  Aerobics  Offered  at  Wesleyan 


“Wesleyan  College  is  a good  place  to 
get  a sound  education  and  the  personal  at- 
tention necessary  for  a good  education,” 
says  Bernice  Isaac,  a junior  majoring  in 
speech  communications.  She  and  28  other 
Wesleyannes  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
share  that  feeling  with  prospective  students 
considering  Wesleyan  as  their  college.  As 
Student  Admission  Representatives 
(SARs),  they  will  be  able  to  tell  prospec- 
tive students  firsthand  what  makes 
Wesleyan  unique. 

The  program  was  organized  in  February 
of  this  year  in  an  effort  to  get  students  more 
involved  in  the  admissions  process.  Beth 
Howland,  assistant  director  of  admissions 
and  SAR  sponsor,  brings  previous  ex- 
perience to  the  group.  As  a student  at  the 
University  of  Vermont,  she  was  part  of  the 
executive  committee  which  supervised  the 
student  representative  group  there. 

Ms.  Howland  sees  the  purpose  of  the 
Wesleyan  SAR  program  as  twofold:  it  pro- 
vides another  link  between  prospective 
students  and  the  College,  and  it  gives 
assistance  to  the  admissions  staff  in  the

Wesleyan  College  has  another  “first” 
to  its  credit  this  year:  it  is  the  first  institu- 
tion in  the  Middle  Georgia  area  to  offer 
what  many  physical  education  experts  now 
believe  to  be  a safer  type  of  aerobic 
exercise. 

Called  “non-impact  aerobics,”  the  pro- 
gram has  become  very  popular  with  alum- 
nae, students,  and  other  members  of  the 
community.  In  fact,  the  first  group  of 
eight-week  classes  which  began  in  early 
March  were  filled  two  days  after  the  course 
was  publicized,  and  other  community 
agencies  now  are  beginning  to  study  and 
sometimes  adopt  the  methods  of 
instruction. 

“Non-impact  aerobics,”  said  Lizann 
Youmans  ’82,  instructor  of  the  classes  and 
student  activities  director,  “help  to  get  the 
heart  rate  up  without  running,  jumping  or 
bending.”  She  said  these  are  the  jarring 
activities  which  create  joint  stress  in  many 
people  and  which  eventually  can  cause  in- 
juries, particularly  to  the  shin  and  the  foot. 
Non-impact  aerobics  concentrate  primarily 
on  large,  upward  movements  of  the  arms 
and  legs,  which  actually  protect  the  joints. 
Now  in  its  second  round  of  eight-week  ses- 
sions, the  non-impact  course  offers  seven 
classes  a week,  and  attendance  at  each  has 


averaged  between  16  and  20. 

Lizann,  who  holds  Bachelor’s  and 
Master’s  degrees  in  health  and  physical 
education,  said  the  college  wanted  to  of- 
fer the  program  for  students  and  alumnae 
and  to  fill  a gap  in  exercise  programs  in 
the  area.  “The  majority  of  the  public  is  not 
really  physically  fit,”  she  said,  “unless 
they  exercise  or  do  some  physical  activity 
regularly.  We’re  making  an  effort  here  to 
find  out  what’s  good  and  what’s  not  good 
for  people  and  to  meet  their  exercise 
needs.” 

Next  year’s  plans  call  for  further  expan- 
sion of  the  non-impact  program  as  well  as 
the  gradual  addition  of  Nautilus  exercise 
equipment,  some  of  which  already  has  ar- 
rived. Lizann  will  train  two  students. 
Dawn  Christian  ’88  and  Leigh  Sharpe  ’87, 
in  instruction  techniques  for  the  various  ac- 
tivities. They  will  assist  her  in  teaching  and 
monitoring  programs  and  equipment  use.

John  O’Steen,  Hightower  Associate 
Professor  of  Music,  retired  at  the 
end  of  May  after  3 1 years  at  Wesleyan. 

A graduate  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  and  of  the 
University  of  Indiana,  Mr.  O’Steen  did 
post-graduate  work  at  the  Mozarteum 
in  Salzburg,  Austria.  He  became  a 
member  of  Wesleyan’s  faculty  in  1955 
and  with  the  exception  of  voice,  has 
taught  in  every  music  area  including 
harpsichord,  accompanying,  music 
theory,  counterpoint,  form,  composi- 
tion, piano  ensemble,  music  history  and 
literature,  keyboard  harmony  and 
private  piano  and  organ. 

In  addition  to  his  teaching  respon- 
sibilities, he  is  official  College  Organist 
and  has  been  accompanist  for  the 
Wesleyannes.  He  was  organist  and 
choir  director  at  First  Methodist  Church 
in  Thomaston,  GA,  for  four  years  and 
at  St.  Joseph  Catholic  Church  in  Macon 
for  10  years.  He  presently  serves  as 
organist  and  choirmaster  at  Christ 
Episcopal  Church  in  Macon. 

He  is  a versatile  musician,  perform- 
ing frequently  as  accompanist  and  in 
solo  and  chamber  music  recitals  on  both 


piano  and  organ.  He  has  performed 
with  the  Atlanta  Symphony  and  the 
Macon  Symphony.  He  recently  ap- 
peared with  the  Macon  Symphony  dur- 
ing the  1986  Cherry  Blossom  Pops 
Concert,  in  which  he  performed  a 
highly  acclaimed  rendition  of  “I  Got 
Rhythm-Variations  for  Piano  and  Or- 
chestra” by  Gershwin. 

Mr.  O’ Steen  composed  the  anthem, 
“Behold,  How  Good  and  Pleasant  It 
Is. . . ” which  was  sung  by  the  Glee  Club 
at  the  inauguration  of  Wesleyan  Presi- 
dent Robert  Ackerman  in  1984. 

According  to  Dr.  Fletcher  Anderson, 
chairman  of  the  Music  Department, 
Mr.  O’ Steen’s  retirement  will  leave  a 
big  gap  in  faculty  ranks.

Mr.  Eikner  also  appeared  in  concert  with 
Metropolitan  Opera  singer  Brenda  Boozer 
in  Montgomery,  AL,  and  the  duo  per- 
formed together  in  the  final  concert  of  the 
1985-86  season  for  the  Macon  Concert 
Association. 

This  year,  he  also  has  performed  in  con- 
certs with  violinist  Robert  McDuffie,  son 
of  Susan  Thigpen  McDuffie  ’53,  in 
Georgia,  Florida  and  North  Carolina. 

Katharine  Floyd,  instructor  of  biology, 
has  had  a paper  accepted  for  publication 
by  the  Georgia  Academy  of  Science.

Miss 
Parker,  arranger  for  the  Robert  Shaw 
Chorale  for  20  years,  also  will  conduct  the 
rehearsals  and  the  performance  of  her 
work. 

The  finished  work  has  been  received  by 
Dr.  Sylvia  Ross,  professor  of  music.  It  is 
a 15-minute  cantata,  titled  “The  Babe  of 
Bethlehem.’’  The  cantata  is  based  on  the 
following  tunes:  “The  Babe  of 
Bethlehem,’’  “Advent  Day,’’  the  93rd 
Psalm,  “Queensborough,’’  and  a spiritual, 
“The  Little  Cradle  Rocks.’’  Scored  for 
three-part  women’s  voices,  the  cantata  also 
includes  an  optional  mezzo-soprano  solo 
and  parts  for  handbells  or  piano.  Composer 
Parker  said,  “I  was  able  to  find  just  the 
Christmas  and  Advent  hymns  I needed,’’ 
to  incorporate  into  her  original  setting. 

In  addition  to  composing  and  conducting 
the  cantata,  Ms.  Parker  is  working  with 


Dr.  Ross  to  set  up  a series  of  master 
classes.  Area  choral  conductors,  musicians 
and  other  interested  persons  will  be  in- 
volved, and  the  days  surrounding  the  con- 
cert promise  to  be  exciting  for  the 
participants. 

“At  this  point,’’  said  Dr.  Ross,  “I 
would  like  to  hear  from  the  Glee  Club 
alumnae  who  want  to  participate.’’  She 
said  early  notice  is  necessary  because  she 
would  like  to  prepare  copies  of  the  music 
to  be  mailed  to  the  alumnae  so  they  can 
learn  their  parts  prior  to  the  final  rehear- 
sals, which  will  be  held  on  Friday  and 
Saturday  preceding  the  Sunday  concert. 

“While  the  concert  seems  a long  way 
from  now,’’  she  said,  “all  of  this  will  take 
time.’’ 

Full  details  of  the  concert  and  surround- 
ing events  will  be  forthcoming  in  both  the 
summer  newsletter  and  by  mail  to  those 
who  indicate  an  interest  in  participating.

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Wesleyan 
Alumnae  Association  on  Saturday,  April 
5,  six  alumnae  were  cited  for  their  out- 
standing contributions  to  Wesleyan,  to 
their  professions  and  to  the  community. 

Alice  Burden  Domingos  ’40  and  Valeria 
McCullough  Murphey  ’48,  both  of  Macon, 
received  awards  for  distinguished  service 
to  Wesleyan  College.  Charlotte  Joyner 
Ainsworth  ’35  of  Lawrenceville,  GA, 
received  the  award  for  distinguished  ser- 
vice to  the  community.  Rebekah  Yates 
Anders  ’46  of  Riverdale,  GA;  Jo  Patter- 
son Bettoja  ’47  of  Rome,  Italy;  and 
Eleanor  Shelton  Morrison  ’41  of  Lansing, 
MI,  were  given  awards  for  distinguished 
achievement  in  their  professions. 

Alice  Domingos,  well-known  in  the 
community  for  her  long  service  to 
Wesleyan,  is  a great-granddaughter  of 
the  college’s  seventh  president,  William 
Capers  Bass.  During  her  44  years  at 
Wesleyan,  Miss  Domingos  held  the  posi- 
tions of  secretary  to  the  dean  and  registrar 
of  the  School  of  Fine  Arts,  registrar  of  that 
school,  the  first  financial  aid  director  and 
assistant  director  of  Alumnae  Affairs. 
Known  in  the  community  as  the 
“Wesleyan  expert,”  Miss  Domingos 
retired  in  1985  but  remains  active  as  a 
resource  person  for  the  College.  Active  in 
the  United  Methodist  Church  Women,  she 
also  taught  first  graders  for  49  years  at  the 
Sunday  School  of  Vineville  United 
Methodist  Church. 

Valeria  Murphey  graduated  from  the 
Wesleyan  Conservatory  with  highest 
honors  in  art.  She  has  been  an  active 
volunteer  and  office  holder  with  scores  of 
civic  organizations  including  the  Junior 
League  of  Macon,  Mulberry  Street  United 
Methodist  Church,  the  American  Red 
Cross  and  the  Museum  of  Arts  and 
Sciences.  She  serves  currently  as  a 
Wesleyan  trustee,  director  of  the  Hay 
House  board  and  vice-president  of  the 
Georgia  Trust  for  Historic  Preservation. 
In  1981  she  was  elected  State  Volunteer 
of  the  Year  by  the  Georgia  Trust  for 
Historic  Preservation  and,  in  1982,  was 
named  Woman  of  the  Year  by  the  Macon- 
Bibb  County  Clean  Community  Commis- 
sion. She  was  leader  of  the  presidential 
search  committee  which  brought  President 
Robert  K.  Ackerman  to  Wesleyan. 

Since  retiring  in  1978  as  an  elementary 
teacher  in  DeKalb  County,  Charlotte 
Ainsworth  has  devoted  her  life  to  com- 
munity service  and  particularly  to  her 
church,  St.  Edward  the  Confessor,  where 
she  teaches  all  types  of  classes  and  even 


does  landscaping.  Working  also  as  a 
volunteer  for  St.  Luke’s  Soup  Kitchen,  a 
downtown  parish,  Mrs.  Ainsworth  was  in- 
strumental in  organizing  the  storing  and 
cooking  of  food  for  the  kitchen’s 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners.  A 
student  at  the  Senior  University  at  Emory, 
she  has  traveled  extensively,  afterwards 
presenting  educational  programs  on  these 
trips.  She  is  an  active  volunteer  at 
Hospitality  House,  a home  away  from 
home  for  families  of  Atlanta  hospital 
patients. 

Dr.  Rebekah  Anders,  a magna  cum 
laude  graduate  of  Wesleyan,  was  one  of 
only  seven  women  in  a class  of  eighty  at 
the  University  of  Rochester’s  Medical  and 
Dental  School.  After  receiving  her  M.D. 
degree  she  worked  as  a physician  for  the 
American  Red  Cross.  Continuing  to  prac- 
tice medicine  part-time  while  raising  six 
children,  she  also  was  an  active  volunteer 
during  those  years.  In  1965  Dr.  Anders  re- 
entered full-time  practice  and  today  shares 
an  obstetrics-gynecology  practice  with  her 
husband.  A member  of  national,  state  and 
local  medical  associations,  she  was  named 
in  1981  to  Who’s  Who  of  American 
Women. 


Jo  Bettoja,  formerly  a widely  acclaimed 
international  model  for  Vogue  Magazine, 
now  operates  Lo  Scaldavivande,  a cook- 
ing school  in  Rome.  A native  of  Millen, 
GA,  she  conducts  classes  and  tours  for 
gourmets  from  around  the  world  and 
travels  to  many  other  foreign  countries  to 
hold  her  classes.  Author  of  ‘ ‘Italian  Cook- 
ing in  the  Grand  Tradition,”  Mrs.  Bettoja 
conducted  a three-day  cooking  school  on 
the  Wesleyan  campus  as  a part  of  the  Col- 
lege’s 150th  anniversary  celebration. 

An  ordained  minister,  professor  and 
author,  Eleanor  Morrison  has  pioneered 
the  organization  of  human  rights,  religious 
and  service  groups  in  Chicago,  IL,  Lan- 
sing, MI,  and  Maywood,  IL.  In  1965  she 
received  the  Honorary  Doctor  of  Humane 
Letters  degree  from  the  Chicago 
Theological  Seminary.  Currently  the  first 
woman  pastor  of  the  First  Congregational 
United  Church  of  Christ  in  Portland,  Rev. 
Morrison  also  is  extension  professor  for 
continuing  education  of  the  Chicago 
Seminary.  She  has  authored  three  college- 
level  textbooks,  and  others  on  church 
teaching,  the  family,  and  the  Old  Testa- 
ment. Her  most  recent  book,  “Growing 
Up  Sexual,”  was  published  in  1981.

Rebecca  Caudill  Ayars 


In  Memoriam 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Hales,  former  pro- 
fessor of  modern  languages 
(1950-1956) 

Dr.  Joseph  Bliss  James,  former  dean 
of  the  faculty  and  former  Fuller  E. 
Callaway  Professor  of  Political  Science 
(1958-1979) 


Rebecca  Caudill  Ayars  ’20,  renowned 
author  of  books  for  children  and  teenagers, 
died  on  October  2, 1985.  Alumnae  Trustee 
from  1949  to  1952,  Mrs.  Ayars  was  a firm 
supporter  of  Wesleyan,  giving  generous- 
ly of  both  her  time  and  resources. 

The  College’s  first  work-study  student, 
she  was  alumnae  chairman-at-large  of  the 
Second  Century  Fund  Campaign.  She  in- 
itiated the  alumnae  awards  given  for  Ser- 
vice to  Wesleyan  and  Distinguished 
Achievement.  She  received  the  Distin- 
guished Achievement  Award  in  1953. 

A native  of  the  Appalachian  region, 
Mrs.  Ayars  wrote  21  books.  Her  first  four 
books  were  chosen  as  Junior  Literary 


Guild  selections.  “A  Pocket  Full  of 
Crickets,”  received  the  Caldecott  Award, 
one  of  the  highest  awards  for  children’s 
literature. 

Mrs.  Ayars  was  bom  in  Poor  Folk,  Ken- 
tucky, now  known  as  Cumberland.  “At 
the  age  of  three,”  she  wrote  in  the 
September  1943  edition  of  ‘Young  Wings’, 
‘‘I  started  to  school  but  did  most  of  my 
learning  at  home  out  of  the  Louisville 
Courier- Journal  under  the  tutelage  of  my 
mother  and  father  and  older  sister.”  She 
went  to  school  three  or  four  months  of  the 
year,  and  her  mother  taught  the  Caudill 
family  at  home  “until  corn-planting  time.” 

After  a move  to  Tennessee,  Rebecca  at- 


Dr.  Lillian  Gong 


Dr.  Lillian  Gong  ’53,  a pediatrician  who 
had  an  instant  rapport  with  young  people, 
died  March  1 of  lung  cancer.  Dr.  Gong 
was  Chief  of  the  Central  District  Health 
Center  of  Los  Angeles  County,  a mater- 
nal and  child  care  center,  at  the  time  of  her 
death.  She  also  worked  part-time  evenings 
at  the  juvenile  jail. 

“She  had  so  many  gifts  — intelligence, 
an  abundance  of  common  sense  and  the 
heart  to  go  with  it  — and  she  gave  them 
all  back  to  society,”  said  Trustee  Arline 
Atkins  Finch  ’56.  Mrs.  Finch  was  a 
freshman  at  Wesleyan  when  Lillian  was  a 
senior. 

In  addition  to  treating  jailed  teenagers’ 
physical  infirmities.  Dr.  Gong  mended 
their  spirits  as  well.  “She  helped  them  find 
meaning  in  their  lives  and  gave  them 
hope,”  said  Dr.  Gong’s  brother,  Edmond 
J.  Gong,  a Miami  attorney.  “Many  of 
them  had  health  problems,  but  they  also 
had  problems  with  their  self  images.  She 
would  have  been  a wonderful  psychia- 
trist,” he  said. 


Dr.  Joseph  James 


Dr.  Joseph  Bliss  James,  administrator 
and  teacher  at  Wesleyan  for  22  years,  died 
on  January  21 . He  came  to  the  College  as 
dean  of  the  faculty  in  1958.  He  held  that 
position  during  the  years  of  Wesleyan’s 
peak  enrollment,  while  maintaining  the 
highest  standards  of  excellence  and  expec- 
ting the  same  of  his  faculty.  To  insure  the 
recognition  of  excellence,  he  was  in- 
strumental in  attaining  Phi  Kappa  Phi,  Pi 
Gamma  Mu,  and  Mortar  Board  chapters 
for  Wesleyan. 

In  1971,  Dr.  James  returned  to  the 
u((classroom  as  Fuller  E.  Callaway  Professor 
W<iOf  Political  Science.  Elected  to  Phi  Beta 
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Kappa,  Phi  Kappa  Phi,  and  the  American 
Academy  of  Political  Science,  Dr.  James 
was  also  a member  of  the  Association  of 
College  Honor  Societies,  as  well  as  presi- 
dent emeritus  and  a trustee  of  Pi  Gamma 
Mu. 

His  devotion  to  scholarly  pursuits  was 
evidenced  by  his  definitive  study  The 
Framing  of  the  Fourteenth  Amendment 
(1956),  revised  in  1964,  and  his  later  book. 
The  Ratification  of  the  Fourteenth  Amend- 
ment (1984). 

The  faculty  resolution  honoring  Dr. 
James  praised  him  as  “a  scholar  and  a 
gentleman  in  the  truest  sense.” 


The  daughter  of  Chinese  immigrants. 
Dr.  Gong  was  a chemistry  major  at 
Wesleyan.  She  was  active  in  student 
government  and  sports.  After  graduation, 
she  worked  in  biochemistry  research  at  the 
New  York  University  Bellevue  Medical 
Center. 

In  an  article  in  the  Miami  Herald,  her 
sister.  May  Jewel  Urso,  said  Dr.  Gong  had 
always  wanted  to  be  a doctor,  although  it 
was  unusual  and  sometimes  difficult  for  a 
woman  to  pursue  a medical  career  at  that 
time.  But  when  Ms.  Urso  was  accepted  at 
the  University  of  Miami  School  of 
Medicine,  Dr.  Gong  enrolled  also.  They 
both  graduated  in  1962. 

Dr.  Gong  told  her  brother  that  Wesleyan 
had  aptiy  prepared  her  for  medical  school. 
“She  said  Wesleyan  gave  her  a solid  foun- 
dation in  the  basic  and  natural  sciences,” 
Mr.  Gong  remembered.  “She  said,  ‘You 
can’t  judge  a school  by  its  size.’” 

Dr.  Gong  earned  a Master’s  degree  in 
public  health  from  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley.  She  returned  to 
Florida  as  associate  director  of  the  Com- 
prehensive Health  Care  Project  at  the 
University  of  Miami.  She  also  taught 
pediatrics  there  and  was  on  the  board  of 
admissions  of  the  School  of  Medicine. 

She  moved  to  Los  Angeles  in  1970  and 
worked  as  a pediatrician  in  an  East  Los 
Angeles  child  and  youth  clinic  before 
entering  the  public  health  system. 

A member  of  the  Church-on-the-Way, 
Van  Nuys,  CA,  Dr.  Gong  was  courageous 
in  the  face  of  her  own  illness.  “She  was 
more  concerned  about  her  family,”  said 
her  brother.  “She  wanted  us  to  become 
closer.  Lil  had  the  ability  to  look  for  the 
positive  in  everything.” 


Ayars  continued 

tended  public  school  and  graduated  from 
Sumner  County  High  School  as  valedic- 
torian. She  was  encouraged  to  go  to 
Wesleyan  by  her  teacher,  Marie  Merritt 
Moore  ’14,  and  in  1916,  she  became  the 
first  Wesleyan  girl  to  work  her  way 
through  the  College.  A history  and  English 
major,  she  worked  in  the  business  office 
with  Miss  Banks  Armand,  bursar.  She  was 
active  in  numerous  campus  organizations 
as  president  of  the  Y.M.C.A.,  literary 
editor  of  the  Veterropt,  class  poet  and 
chairman  of  the  College  Centenary 
Campaign. 

After  she  graduated  from  Wesleyan,  she 
taught  English  and  history  at  her  high 
school.  She  was  awarded  a fellowship  at 
Vanderbilt  University  and  earned  the  M.  A. 
degree  in  history. 

In  the  summer  of  1928,  she  was  the  U.S. 
delegate  to  the  first  World  Youth  Peace 
Conference  in  Eerde,  Holland.  She  mar- 
ried James  S.  Ayars  in  1931,  and  later  had 
two  children. 

Elizabeth  Winn  ’25  was  registrar  at 
Wesleyan  when  Mrs.  Ayars  was  Alumnae 
Trustee.  “She  was  given  to  great  causes,’’ 
said  Miss  Winn.  “When  she  espoused  her 
cause,  she  gave  it  her  best.  She  was  a 
warm,  giving  person  who  cared  deeply 
about  the  people  she  believed  in  and  the 
things  she  believed  in,’’  she  said. 

In  1960,  Mrs.  Ayars  established  the 
Anne  Banks  Armand  Memorial  Award  in 
memory  of  her  friend  and  former  super- 
visor. The  award  was  given  to  the 
Wesleyan  student  who  wrote  the  most 
outstanding  essay  on  “The  Improvement 
of  Race  Relations  in  the  South.’’ 

In  1965,  in  recognition  of  Mrs.  Ayars’ 
contribution  to  the  literary  community,  the 
first  public  library  in  the  area  of  Benham, 
Cumberland  and  Lynch,  Kentucky,  was 
named  the  Rebecca  Caudill  Public  Library. 
In  1981 , Mrs.  Ayars  and  her  husband,  who 
also  wrote  children’s  books,  were  honored 
when  the  Thomas  Paine  School  Library  in 
Urbana,  IL,  was  dedicated  in  their  names. 
“That  they  have  encouraged  children  to 
read  is  obvious,  but  beyond  that  they  have 
stimulated  creativity  and  understanding  in 
all  that  children  experience,’’  read  the  in- 
vitation to  the  dedication.  “The  model  they 
have  set  for  kindness,  acceptance  and  con- 
cern is  unsurpassed.’’
